ways and motor traffic committee, 
and send it to the live stock and 
stock raising committee. The bill 
had nothing to do with the high- 
day department, although several 
members seemed to beleve It did. 


Greathouse declared things had 


gotten to the place where the peo- 
ple, 
through the legislature, were 


not running the state's business, 
but that it was being run by 
"Boss Ely, Boss Jacob F. Wol« 
ters and by the highway commis- 
sion and the Texas railroad com- 
mission." Welters is an oil com- 
pany attorney and was in com- 
mand of martial law troops in tn» 
East Texas oil field. 
Ely was charged by Greathouse 


with having said he was "respon- 
sible to no man," for his adminis- 
tration of highway altars. 


"He wants to be Mr. Dictator of 
Texas," Greathouse said, asserting 
that Ely's statement was an insult 
to the people and to the legisla- 
ture.

Are" Set in Motion 


BERLIN, Sept. 5.—(R*h- Chan- 


cellor Franz Von Papen's recently 
announced plans for the use of 
large sums of money to promote 
economic reconstruction in 
Ger- 


many were officially set on foot 
today when President Paul Von 
Hindenburg signed a set of emer- 
gency decrees 
embodying 
the 


chancellor's program. 


The decrees were expected to 


be published tonight. 


The chancellor's plan called for 


the use of more than 2,000,000,000 
marks (about $500,000,000) on the 
work of reconstruction. 


It called 'for extension of public 


works, such as street construction, 
agricultural 
relief 
work, home 


building and regulation of canals, 


pfor which he set aside 135,000,000 
marks. This was to be augmented 
by establishment of rural and su- 
buran settlements. 


A second part of the plan called 


for the revival of private industry 
to return thousands of joless Oer- 
mans to productive tasks. 


The plan, he said, was approved 


by the Relchsbank and he sug- 
gested that the 2,000,000,000 marks 
or more be raised bv handing 
back to economic life 1,500,000,000 
marks worth of taxes such 
as 


might hinder * production.
